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AN IMPRESSIVE SIGHT,

An exsranrdioary sceve was enacted in
Pittshurg's streets Iast pight. The parade
of the German Catholic Socicties was re-
marksble enough in its way., They madea
showing of which they may well be proud.
The speeches of their leaders were excellent,
and the American pairiotism which appears
iv them isa very welcomesign, Buteven more
remarkable than the festival and its cele-
bration were the mighty crowds which filled
the ity streets. All the principal down-
town svenues were packed with spectators,
so that even the usually omnipotent cable
cur was paralvzed, and the red fire blaged
upon mile after wile of upturned faces, It
was & startling revelation of Pittsburg’s
power to pour out her populace. The Ex-
position snd the mauy theaters all drew
their thousande and still enough remained
to densely crowd the lower part of the city.
The sight was a surprise, and a very im-
Pressive one.

WITHIN REED'S AUTHORITY.

The efiort of Spesker Beed to make the
Diemocrats furnish him a guorum registered
another failure yesterday, the two roll ealls
showing an aggregate of 130 present. The
House was compelled 1o adjourn until the
change of policy in the direction of getting
the Hepublicans to furnish the quorum can
m:ke & better snecess.

Waile the deadlock hae resulted in the
suspension of business, it is hardly possible,
with & just regard for humas natore, to
the Demoersts for taking advantage
of ths Republican policy of *‘doing busi-
nes=" without regard for the minority, and
putting its lepitimate resuit in the light of
dning no business at all, If the Repub-
licans persist in the plan of conducting busi-
neex without the consent of the mimority,

TNIFORMITY NEEDED.

The necessity of uniiorm legislation, on
marriage and divoree, bas oites been illus-
trated where couples have found themselves
1o be muarried by the laws of one Siate and
not legally married in another, or divorced
iv one Siate and still bound together in
another Commonweslth. The mosi direct
cvourse to rectify these evils would be the
sdoption of = constitutionsl smendment
placing that subjeei within the legislative
power of Congress. New Yark has, how-
ever, taken astep in another direction to
secomplish the smme end, by appointinga
eownwission 1o co-operate with other States
for uaitorm divorce laws. Pennsylvanis
ghould join the movement. The next Legis-
lature should autborize the appointment of
5 eommission, oo the part of this State, to
md in remedying the present scandalous
state of affairs.

THE ALLIASCE's PROPER FIELD,

The sonouncement of the National
Farmers' Alliance arrangements with a
FEuropean syadicate to advance §32 per bale
va eoiton warchonse receipts upto a million
bales proves what THE Disparcs has smd
sbout the Alliance sub-Treasury scheme,
that il agricultoral products can be ware-
housed so as to afford good sefurity, private
eapital will loan upon them, and it is not
the bosiness of the Governmept to do so. In
this case the security of ecotton ware-
housed and iusured is unguestionable.
With the millions of Egropean capital seek-
ing iovestment, the employment of a por-
tion of it in aiding producers to carry their
crops is legitimate and probable.

As to the reports that this will be a
means of cornering the cotton erop for the
benefit of producers, a moment's considera-
tion will show that such an idea is utterly
Daseless. The srrangement contem-
plates that money will be ndvanead
to thousands of ocolton growers, auny
oge of whom can, when bhe thinks
the market high enough, sell his cotton and
redeem the loap, Beyond that it is to be
noted that the reported arrangement con-
iemplates s loan on but about a sixth of the
totul erop. IT the report is correct it may
caus? something of an appreciation in cot-
t1on; but that will only be beesuse it relieves
the neeessiiies of that element among plant-
ers who have heretofore been foreed to sell
cotton for whatever it would bring, as soon
as it conld be pot to market. Auything like
the eoveentration which would enable the
cotion crop to be withbeld from market,
afier it has reached the price indicated bya
neioral condition of supply and demsnd,

the Alliance. It indicates the legitimate
fizld of such an organization. There is
little doubt that the factors and storekeep-
ers under the old methods of the cotton busi-
ness, took an undue adyantage of the needs
of the coiton raisers for ready money.
This arrangement, whether the report is ab-
solutely correct or not, indicates what con-
certed action can do in the way of bringing
a new element of competition into the busi-
ness of supplying the planters with funds
Individusl sction could hardly have accom-
plished this. United action ean make s
success not only in this pariicular respect,
but in many other places where new compe-
tition is needed. ’

The success of the Alliance in the Sounth
in defeating the Bageing Trust svd in pro-
viding for loans at low interest justifies the
enthusiase of that section for this organiz a-
tion in its legitimate field. If the Alliance
sneceeds so well in aiding the planters of
the South, there is certainly hope that an
equal sucoess can be made in mitigating the
burdens of the Northern farmer.

THE BUILDING OF CITIES

A very joteresting indieation of the rela-
tive progress of different cities thronghont
the country is turanished by the totals of the
building statistics. The totals of structures
ereoted in 1889, with their cost in 15 of the
leading cities, with some allowance for local
conditiors, are a very good messare for the
growth and enterprise of the different com-
munities,

In this showing Philadelphia maintains
the lead, baving vut up 11,965 houses, while
New York comes next with 6,722, Butin
considering the cost of the buildings, New
York isfar ahead, haviog put$75,912,816 into
new buildings, while Philad elphia's total of
cost is but 826,000,000, and is exceeded by
Boston as well as New York. Theseare the
two cities whose new struectures exceseded
5,000. Following these are six cities where
between 4,000 and 5000 houses were buils,
and six more whose totals are between 2,000
and 4,000, in the following order:

In giving this comparison its proper value,
it should be remembered that there are other
things shown in it than the number of new
buildings built. The total of cost shows the
aggregate investment more clearly than the
number of buildiags, while the average cost
of each building gives a better idea of the
standard of architecture in each city than
either of the other two., New York, while
second in the number, is far shead both in
the total investment and in the average cost
of buildings, which was $11,203. Philadel-
phia, while first ic number and second in
total cost, has an average for esch bailding
of but $2,172, which gives it theeighth place
on the list in that respect. Pittsburg has to
take the eleventh place for number of houses,
rises to the minth for total investment, and
its average cost of §2,468 gives it the eighth
place. While Cleveland is credited with
4,007 houses against Pittsburg’s 5,241, her
low average cost of $1,008 brings the total in-
vestment down te §4,401,854, or a little more
than half of Pittsburg’s.

In comparing these figures the New York
Sun thinks that the showing is best for the
town where the iovestment is largest and
the cost and character of the structures are
the highest, This is true as regards the
activity of the building trade and the
volume of investments, but there is much
to be =aid for the city which builds many
and cheap houwes. Buch a city certainly
provides homes for the working people more
comiortably than where they are housed in
tepements. Philadelphia’s record ss a city
of cheap homes is one of which that city need
oot be ashamed.

It is well to notice that the exaet acouracy
of these comparisons may be meodified by
the different estimates of cost reported to
the building inspectors, Also by the difler-
ent cest of building in the different cities.
Every Pitisburger will know that the total
of $8,000,000 reported for this city indicates
an actual expenditure nearer $10,000,000.
How this ratie will apply elsewhere is a
matter of local practice impossible to include
in the statistics. On the other hand Cleve-
land’s very low average of $1,098 for each
structure, while largely due to the mushroom
growth of little frame houses in the out-
skirtas of that city, is to be viewed in the
light that the bouse which costs $1,000 in
Cleveland will prolably cost $1,460 or
$1,500 in Pittsburg. This cheapnoess cuts
down the total of investment, but it more
then recomp in the undoubted stimulus
it gives to building operations.

Piusburg’s place in this comparison, as in
all comparisons of municipal growth, is
much lessened by the municipal statistics
representing but & portion of the whole
community. If the statistics of Allegheny
were included it would put Pittsburg in the
list of cities that have built over 4,000
structures. If all of the saburbs could be
incloded our community would likely be
found the fourth in the number of buildings,
and the sixth io total investment, instead of
the eleventh and ninth respectively., Even
with the limitations of its political division,
Pittsburg will probably take higher rank in
the comparison for 1890 than in 1889,

AT LABT A SITE.

There is sstisfactory intelligence from
Chicago that, by the positive stand of the
National Commission of the World's Fair,
the project of straddling the Exposition
from the Lake Froot to Jackson Park is
virtually squelched, and that the addition
of Washington Park to the possible sites
has fixed the Exposition there.

This ends & long and not very creditable
struggle over the site, which might have
been settled months ago, were it not for the
obvious importation of considerations
wholly foreign to the Fair enterprise, Itis
impossible to believe that any man of intel-
ligence could have supported the Jackson
Park and Lake Froot ides, except asit
might aid or iujure local interests. Never-
theless, that site was selected by the local
directors, simply on socenat of its bearing
on resl estate speculation or park projects
for the city. The very plain talk of the
National Commissioners last week put a
quietus on that effort. 'We are glad to be-
lieve that the Washington Park site will
prove all that is required for a great Ex-
position.

Chicago now has two vears and a half
in which to build and organize the Exposm-
tion. Siz months have besn wasted over
the site and other mstters which might bave
been settled in thirty days. The three
months before that was wasted in Congress.
